Granger receives recognition for 
his eight years of leadership 


Honored for his “consistent enthusiasm" and his “belief in what 
we are doing,” Garry Granger, *71, was saluted at the Awards 
Banquet during Reunion 2009 when he was presented with a 
clock/plaque honoring “ail the time he has given to AMA." He also 
received an AMA Alumni Medal. 

AMA Alumni Foundation Chairman Frank Williamson, “60, and 
Bayonet Editor Bob Bradford, “50, shown above with Granger, 
ticked off the many positive accomplishments during the eight 
year's of Granger's presidency. 

"Our little enterprise has had its peaks and valleys but | have 
never heard Garry despair," said Williamson. "He always had a 
way out of the darkness and back into the sunlight... He is a hail 
fellow well met, always with a smile, a handshake and a hug. He 
is Augusta Military Academy’s best advertisement." 

With Garry and his family sitting at a table near the dias, Brad- 
ford thanked Becky and other family members saying "No one, 
except perhaps Garry’s family, knows how much he has given to 
us in time, in treasure, in thoughtful consideration, in leadership." 

During Granger's Presidency, plaques were unveiled honoring 
AMA men killed in the Korean and Vietnam Wars while four re- 
unions were dedicated to AMA's heroes of World War Two. A 105 
howitzer was obtained to stand guard over the campus and signs 
went up on Interstate 81 and U.S. 11 pointing the way to the AMA 
Museum. The State of Virginia also erected an historical marker 
just outside AMA's Main Gate. 

The number of AMA Legacy Scholarships increased during 
Granger's years as chief executive and membership in the Roller 
Society grew. The AMA Web Page thrived and now has on it 
complete recent issues of The Bayonet. Granger pushed to get 
THE AMA WAY produced and paid for and arranged for the last 
class at Augusta to receive its diplomas albeit 20 years late. He 
has encouraged the study of school archives — the dozens of 
boxes of records from the time when the school was in operation. 

The Roller Rifles were reborn and the AMA Sports Hall of Fame 
was created. Before the economy went south, the AMA Museum 
got its first grant from the State of Virginia and later received an 
assessment grant which confirmed what everyone already knew: 
the AMA Museum is a diamond way beyond “being in the rough." 
The museum grew in reputation and sophistication earning praise 
from independent appraisers. 

Williamson called Granger, "A friend without amendment, A 
loyal ally, a fierce opponent and a gentleman in both instances. 
The best hope we have for AMA's legacy is that we will never be 
far from Garry's heart.”

Augusta Military 
Academy closed in 1984 
after more than a 
hundred years of 
teaching boys the rigors 
of militray life and a full 
course of academics and 
athletics. The alumni, in 
fact, regularly face the 
alums from Fishburne 
Military School in 
Waynesboro. 

There is life in the 
museum building, 
orginially the home of the 
school’s founder, Col. 
Charles Roller. When 
alumni wanted to bring 
the school back to life by 
creating in a physical 
museum about 10 years 
ago, they did so the only 
way they knew. They 


arranged artifacts, 
uniforms and photo- 
graphs to suit themselves 
and opened the door. 

And when they did, 
crowds came. More and 
more people — alumni, 
their children, their 
grandchildren, people 
from the community and 
military history buffs 
flocked to open houses. 
And they call in on a 
regular basis, looking for 
a bit of information about 
a former student.

The 
“architectural conservator" — Richard Byrne — is past Director 
of Virginia Historic Resources and fortunately for AMA, he 
lives in Staunton. Davis is an expert in photographs, textiles 
and metal work while Byrne has studied architecture and 
worked all over the world. 


One chore at the museum is pouring through boxes of school 
records. Above, Mac Mcinnis, ‘67, and Rod Willey, ‘51, look for 
treasures in one of the several dozen boxes yet to be examined. 


Davis suggested that the museum develop a long range plan to 
protect its myriad collections such as getting scrapbook items replaced 
on archival paper and copying to DVD boxes of 8mm film now stored 
in Hoover Hall. These recommendations led to the application to the 
National Endowment for the Humanities (NEH) for a preservation 
assistance grant for smaller institutions. "That grant will not be awarded 
until January of 2010," says Museum Executive Director Tina Shafer. 
"Right now, we are three for three on grants and we hope we can 
keep that streak going." \f approved, the grant would yield $6.000 to 
provide several days of training while developing a maintenance plan 
for the precious items in the museum. 

Work was undertaken immediately to conform to some of the recom- 
mendations made. Mulch was removed from around the house and 
replaced with stones to help control an elder bug infestation while rain 
drains were extended to keep water from running back toward the house. 
The intensity of display case lights has been reduced and an HEPA vacuum 
cleaner will help eliminate the accumulation of dust on museum artifacts. 
Mac "Muffy" MacWilliams, *77, who has an extermination business in 
Maryland, spent a Saturday at the house helping to eliminate the elder 
bugs. He also has purchased a metal door to protect the crawl space. g 

Brett Thompson, °75, will help install the door and will repaint with a ' ~ . ® a] 
special paint the north side interior walls to prevent moisture from causing ere wnyy Cre 
the paint to peel on the outside. Johnny Brooks, 63, was contacted by =| (58 labody @ Tipe 
Shafer and Brooks (who owns Shenandoah Valley Landscaping in ete w 
Verona) delivered the stone to place around the foundation. Goodloe 
Saunders, “58, paid for the the stone and its delivery. 

Davis and Bryne spent two days at the museum looking at every display, 
evaluating items not on display and doing a complete architectural evaluation 
of the structure. Jon Cefasky, who led the renovation project which turned 
the Roller-Robinson House into the AMA Alumni House/Museum, met with 
Byrne to give him details of the restoration. Bryne was “quite impressed with Cesfasky” and what he did to bring the Old House back to 
life. Byrne and Cesfasky even went to the Augusta County Court House to secure a complete copy of all inspections and specifications. 

"We need to get everything lined up so that we can apply for other grants which will help us with our financial situation," says 
Foundation Chairman Frank Williamson, “60. "We owe so much to Goodloe, Sergeant Joe, Don Studer, Clyde Ramsey, Brett 
Thompson, Tina and Ben Zinkhan for ail their efforts which have kept the museum in such good shape and which earned plaudits from 
these professional assessors. We are well positioned to receive both private foundation and government grants once the economy turns 
around."

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America should not apologize to anyone 
President Rovirosa speaks for "The Spanish Boys" 


Jorge Rovirosa, °70, told an audience at Reunion 2009 that one thing AMA's "Spanish 
Boys" learned was that the American people are “the most generous people in the world," 
then added - to long applause — “America should not apologize to anyone." 

Rovirosa said that some of the Spanish boys who came to AMA came because they 
needed discipline, some for a better education and some to learn English. Many of the young

Joe said he joined the Army in 1948 “because the servicemen of World War Two were his heroes." He served with the Fifth 
Regimental Combat Team in the Korean War and with Special Forces - The Green Berets ~ in Vietnam. Sergeant Josephson spent 21 
years in the Army. 

The Josephsons have three children of their own and have been the parents to four foster children. Studer said, "Joe Josephson is 
a steadfast and dependable friend, a man who has been the model for many young men in both military schools and in the service, 
A good father and husband, a loyal supporter of anything connected with AMA, a great coach and mentor." 

At the conclusion of his tribute, Studer presented the annual Presidential Eagle to Josephson.

Gus Villoldo, ‘49, gets 
billion dollar settlement 


In what is considered the largest judgment ever against 
the Cuban government, a Miami judge awarded more than 
a billion dollars to Gus Villoldo, “49, who blamed Fidel 
Castro and his henchman, Che Guevara, for his father's 
suicide in 1959.

In 1959, Guevara 
was named head of Cuba's Banco 
Nacional and immediately began dis- 
mantling all traces of capitalism. 

A main target was a General Motors 
distributorship owned by  Villoldo's 
father. Guevara seized the company 
and left the family ruined financially. 
- Three weeks later, Villoldo's heart- 
+ broken father ended his life by swail- 
' lowing a bottle of sleeping pills. 

Villoldo fled Cuba and joined Brigade 
2506 taking part in the Bay of Pigs 
invasion. He became an officer in the 
U.S. Army by a direct commission from 
President Kennedy and later went to 
the CIA.
